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Public Utilities Commission Lowers 
Foreign Exchange ’Phone Rate Slightly 


Deal Results In 
Raising Some Rates 


The Department of Public Utili- 
ties this week announced a reduc- 
tion in the foreign exchange rate 
affecting a number of subscribers 
in Andover who thave Lawrence 
service, but it also considerably in- 
creased the rate of a number who 
had had old contracts with the 
company for this type of service. 

In the spring two hearings were 
held on this matter, but most of 
the testimony offered by the local 
people interested dealt with the 
question of abolition of the five-cent 
toll charge ‘between the two com- 
munities. This the commission 
ruled out as not germane to the 
matter under discussion, which con- 
cerned only those people now in 
the Andover exchange who wished 
direct service to Lawrence. These 
rates for the state had been figured 
on the mileage basis, the rate being 
$1.20 per quarter mile away from 
the exchange. Even in Shawsheen 
this brought the monthly charge up 
to over $20. It was reduced in the 
new order to $1.00 per quarter mile.
